Attached is a recommended amendment 
to the Agency Separations Regulations 
Handbook which you approved earlier this 
month. (Tab A.) 

The inclusion of the amendment in 
our Regulations Handbook provides an 
important procedural safeguard on the 
record so as to insure you maximum 
flexibility in your legal authority to 
separate personnel. 


The amendment is prompted by a very 

recent court decision Vitarelli v. 

Seaton . — where the language of the 
court places an extra premium in 
observance of departmental procedural 
safeguards. The General Counsel feels 
that this amendment will prevent you from 
being bound to the procedures as now 
approved if the elements of a given case 
warrant a variation from the SOP. Kirk 

and Gordon Stewart concur in the 

proposed amendment.
